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1. Ha ns Ulrich RUDEL, aka Juan Ulrlco RUDEL, Emilio MEYER and 
Jose Pedro MATTE IS , DPOB 12 July 1916, Konradsvalden, Germany, first 
emigrated to Argentina In 1948 under the assumed name of Emal MAYER 
(AA 12—56, 11 Jan 1956). Rudel became a test pilot for the Argentine 
government and was also employed by tbe government to recruit young, 
skilled Germans (DAI-18, 17 Jan 1951). Rudel continued bis Nazi 
political activities, organized an amnesty committee for Germans con- 
demned for war crimes (BABr>765, 18 June 54), and used bis political 
influence with tbe government to facilitate tbe entry of Nazi elements 
into Argentina C. -3 173 in 33158, 02 Oct 1956). (Above paragraph

2. In 1956 Subject was forced to emigrate to Brazil. In' Parana 
he attempted to collect funds from German Immigrants for tbe relief of 
needy ex-German soldiers and diverted tbe funds In support of bis own 
political activities (AmGonGen Curitiba Telegram #23, 13 Jan 1958). 
Rudel frequently travelled to German colonies in Paraguay, speaking in 
support-., of tbe Nazi viewpoint. He also made numerous trips to Germany 
to renew bis German citizenship, maintain bis political contacts, and 
oversee tbe publication of books be wrote on tbe Nazi cause. Head- 
quarters traces indicate that Rndel was named on tbe Italian frontier 

.watch list as of interest to tbe Secret Affairs Division of tbe Italian 
Ministry of the Interior in 1971 (OIRAi.54135, 19 May 41). 

3.. Klaus ALTMANN, aka Claus BABBIER, Klaus BECKER, and "Barbie” 
DPOB 25 October 1913, Godesberg, Germany, was tbe former Nazi Gestapo 
chief of Lyon, France. Known as Klaus Barbie and referred to as "Tbe 
-Butcher of Lyon", be was sentenced to death in absentia by tbe French 
military tribunal. after World War II for, tbe torture and murder of 
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yrenci^ resistance workers , > After tbe War, he m a witness in; several ,^ 

war criminal trials and his wartime activities were investigated by 
WODUAL authorities. The investigation was inconclusive and he was re- 
leased (DIR— 030170, 30 Apr 1970).

Decause of French and German efforts to apprehend him, he was docu- 
j rented in the name of Xlaus Altmann, DP0B 20 Oct 1915, Berlin. Using

| with Standard Industrial of La Paz in 1966 and represented West German
